le At a conference held at 1000, 8 Cctober 1946 in the Office 
of Colonel Sheffield Hdwards, Central Intellicence Groun to discuss 
future planning and administrative srranrements conoernine service 
personnel on duty with Washington Document Center (DC), the 
Intelligence Division, Wer Department was asked to furnish specific 
information as to the extent of military nersornel to be furnished 
Washington Document Center until the next fiscal year (1 July 1947). 


2~ The present strength of military versomnel evthorized for 
Washington Document Center (29 officers, 82 enlisted men) now being 
furnished by the Wer Department, will be retained until 1 December 1946, 


3e It was planned that on 1 December 1946 a totel of 12 officers 
and 20 enlisted men would participate in the exnloitation of Japanese 
documents, Of this total, 10 officers and 18 enlisted ren would be 
transferred to Special Document Section at Holabird, Varyland for the 
purpose of exploiting Japanese documents. Inadditior, 2 officers and 
é enlisted mem-would remain as a liaison detachnent witl the Japanese 
document collection in iiashingtone Under this vlan, cocunents would 
be drawn on loan from the Japanese collection in Washineton and would 
be taken to Ilolabird, Meryland for exploitatior by a small croup of 
10 officers and 18 enlisted men referred to above. 


4. The planned reduction of military personnel st Washington 
Document Center ch 1 December 1946 was made on the basis of a tentative 
proposal reached with the Office of Naval Intellirence on 5 Sentember 
1946, This tentative provosal provided that on 1 December 1946 Office of 
Naval Intelligence would assume responsibility for Washington Document 
Center and the participation by Intelligence Division, War Denvartment 
in the exploitation of Jananese documents would be limited to that versonnel 
outlined in-parasravh 4 aboves 


5e If Central Intellirence Croup assumes responsibility for the 
Washington Document Center and the authorization for the retention of ~ 
personnel for Washington Document Center is anproved by Office, Chief of 
Staff, the 12 officers and 20 enlisted men referred to in paragngnh 3 above 
will be made eve Orie to the Central Intellicence Group, 1
